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Two Georgia Jail Escapees Captured Near Downtown Elba 


Two escapees from the Decatur 
County jail, in Bainbridge, Georgia, 
were captured this week in Elba only 
hours after a third escapee captured 
near New Brockton reported the trio 
had escaped and were in the area. 

Robert Wayne Beidler, age 22, of 
St. Paul, Minnesota and Ronnie Lee 
Faulconer, age 21, of McAlister, 
Oklahoma, were arrested in Elba, 
while William Daniel Wingate, age 
20, of Bainbridge, was captured near 
the Shiloh Community, between 
Elba and New Brockton. 

According to Jim C. Morris, chief 
deputy/investigator for the Decatur 
County Sheriff's Dept., the trio and a 
fourth inmate, identified as Anthony 
Jackson, received a hacksaw 
smuggled into the jail and cut 
through metal to gain entrance into a 
ventilation shaft. The inmates 


followed the shaft to the roof and 
then escaped. 


While the trio captured in Coftee 
County allegedly stole a car in the 
early morning hours of Sunday, 
March 16, Jackson reportedly went 
to a girlfriend’s house in Fowlstown, 
Georgia, and held her at gunpoint. 
Jackson later freed the hostage and 
attempted to flee, only to be shot and 
killed by law enforcement officers 
after refusing to surrender. 

The other three escapees 
apparantly left the area together in 
the stolen vehicle and headed west 
on Highway 84, stopping near New 
Brockton. 


The trio are believed to have 
burglarized a home near New 
Brockton on Sunday night and then 


Arnold Ordered To Undergo 
Testing At State Facility 


A rural Coffee County man 
charged with rape, sodomy and the 
production of obscene materials has 
been ordered to undergo psychiatric 
testing at a state mental facility 
following the report of a jailer that he 
had observed the county jail inmate 
displaying ‘‘suicidal tendencies.”’ 


Melvin Arnold, age 50, of the 
Jack community, was originally 
scheduled to appear at a preliminary 
hearing on March 21; however, a 
special court appearance was 
deemed necessary after the jailer’s 
report. At the special hearing last 
week, District Judge Gary McAliley 
ordered Arnold to be tested at the 
Taylor Hardin Secure Mental 
Facility, in Tuscaloosa, as soon as 
space is available at the state’s 
mental hospital. 

Arnold was arrested on February 


19 and charged with second degree 
rape, second degree sodomy and 
producing obscene material 
concerning the production § of 
videotapes involving a person under 
the age of 17. 

The videotape in question 
reportedly involves two female 
minors engaged in sexual activity 
and also includes Arnold clothed in 
nothing but socks. 

An additional first degree sexual 
abuse charge and a charge of visual 
reproduction of obscene material 
involving a person under the age of 
17 were Hed. 


incidents involving a second female 
minor, 

A request of bond reduction was 
made by Arnold’s attorney Debbie 
Jarred at the meeting last week, but 
the request was tabled until results 
of the mental testing were received.

burglarized two rural homes on 
Monday. 

An investigation began into the 
burglaries by the New Brockton 
Police Department and the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department and on 
Tuesday morning at 7 o’clock New 
Brockton Chief Gordon Lueck 
arrested Wingate as he walked near 
Shiloh. 

Wingate told Lueck of the escape 
and the presence of the other two 
escapees, prompting an extensive 
manhunt near the Shiloh area, 
Bloodhounds from Troy and a 
helicopter from Dale County joined 
local authorities in the hunt near 
Shiloh; however, during the 
manhunt an elderly black man 
entered the Elba Police station and 
told the radio dispatcher that the two 
men being looked for were walking 
down the street in Elba. After 
getting the man to point out the 
exact street, Investigator Freddie 
Hanchey and patrolman Randy 
White went to the area, near 
Brunson Texaco, on W. Simmons, 
and arrested the pair without 
incident at 10:15 a.m. 

At the time of the escape, 
Wingate was being jailed for 
burglary and probation violation; 
Faulconer was being jailed on 
burglary and auto theft charges, and 
Beidler had been convicted of auto 
theft, escape and burglary. Jackson 
was in on forgery and pending armed 
robbery charges.

As far as court DELAY, its sad to 
say, that itis common for a car wreck 
case and other civil cases to 
unnecessarily take two, three and 
even four years in court,

Also, on the civil side of the 
court, we've got to modify some of 
the laws that punish good people. Its 
gotten so bad that doctors can’t 
doctor in their chosen field; police 
can’t jail and school teachers can't 
teach or express a religious view 
without a real fear of being sued.”’ 

Judge McAliley calls himself a 
“‘worker”’ and points to his record as 
a judge as proof. 

In other courts, the average 
lawsuit in Alabama from the date it 
is filed until it is tried and ruled on 
takes approximately 13 months, In 
Judge McAliley’s court, even with 
the drastic increase in crime, at least 
91 percent of his criminal cases are 
tried, heard and ruled on within 30 
days from the date they are made. 
The Judge has a reputation for 
sentencing convicted criminals to jail 
rather than being a Judge with a 
reputation of turning them loose. In 
addition to criminal cases, Judge 
McAliley’s record reflects that he 
has trials in all Juvenile cases within 
30 days after they are filed. In civil 
cases filed in the Judge’s court 89 
percent are tried and ruled on within 


90 days from the date they. are filed. 

To obtain and maintain this kind 
of case disposition record, Judge 
McAliley has during the year held 
court many times late into the night 
and even until after 12 midnight and 
On two emergency murder hearings 
held court seventeen hours per day 
on two separate days. 

At the beginning of the year,

sentenced more convicted criminals 
than any Judge in the history of 
Coffee County.

conducted by the Alabama Academy 
of Family Physicians (AAFP) say 
they will continue to deliver babaies 
after April, 1986. Four hundred 
forty-one of the 528 members 
responded to the survey, netting an 
84 percent response rate. 

“It’s getting very difficult to find 
anyone willing to deliver a baby,”’ 
said William O. Owings, M.D., of 
Centreville, AAFP president. Dr. 
Owings reported that 300 of the 441 
AAFP members responding have 
stopped delivering babies (71 AAFP 
members indicated they had never 
incorporated OB into their 
practices). 

“This is a disturbing, but under- 
standable trend affecting family 
physicians and their patients,’’ Dr. 
Owings continued. ‘‘Obstetrical care 
is one of the highest risk procedures 


as far as medical liability is 
concerned,”’ 

The 142 family physicians who 
have dropped OB from their 


practices within the last five years 
cited the risk of malpractice suits as 
the leading reason they had stopped 
delivering babies (78.8 percent). 
Malpractice insurance cost was cited 
as the second most popular reason 
for discontinuing obstetrical care 
(70.4 percent). 

Sixty-three of the survey par- 
ticipants said they would consider 
providing obstetrical care again if 
changes were made in the current 
malpractice situation. The survey 
also showed that 67 of those who had 
discontinued OB were located in 
rural areas of fewer than 20,000 
people.

Paul taught that Christians had to ‘‘become dead to the law by the body 
of Christ’’ to be ‘‘married to another.’’

Gillis Thomas was born February 
19, 1919 in Coffee County, Enter- 
prise, to Will Thomas and Armilla 
Higgens Thomas. He is married to 
Curlie D. Anderson Thomas, and 
they are the parents of 10 children. 

He received his education at 
Clintonville school, V.A. school in 
Elba (Prof. Sharrod, instructor) and 
the Baptist Seminary, Troy. He is a 
member of Bethlehem Baptist 
Church, Elba, vice moderator of East 
Star District, Andalusia, chairman of 
the Finance Committee of the S.E. 
District Convention, member of the 
Mulberry District Association, 
member of Masonic Lodge #81, 
Elba.

His 
mother disciplined the children but 
his father always had a razor strap 
that he would use if he had to. The 
older people were your mother and 
father, aunt and uncle when you 
were away from home, and they 
would make you behave. 

He would go to church (he had 
to). He reminisced: 

‘We used to live on the Armor 
Maddox and Barker place where we 
farmed on shares, After I married, I 
started working by the month. That 
was hard work and you weren’t 
making any money worth anything, 
During ‘‘laying by’’ time (after 
everything was planted), I would 
work at the sawmill. Then I went into 
the Army for some years. 

“After my discharge from the 
Army, I ‘moved up,’ so to speak. I 
bought mules and wagon when 1 
lived on the Courson plete, If you 
could furnish a mule and wagon you 
lived rent free. 

“Years later, I was called into the 
ministry. For some time I ran from it 
- I tried every way possible to get 
away from God. I finally gave up and 
let God use me. That was the 
greatest and wisest decision I ever 
made. 

“I preached my first sermon at 
the Bethlehem Baptist Church, Elba. 
My subject was: ‘Follow Me, and I 
Will Make You Fishers of Men.’ St. 
Matthew 4:19. The Lord has been 
good to me and I'll never retire from 
Bisaching: I am now the pastor of

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Melvin Arnold Ordered Bound Over To 
Grand Jury On Five Sex-Related Charges 


A 50-year-old rural Coffee 


County man was ordered bound over 


to the Grand Jury last week after 


District Judge Gary McAliley ruled’ 


there was probable cause to believe 
the accused was guilty of a list of 
sexual-related charges. 

The accused, Melvin Arnold, of 
the Jack Community, was arrested 
Feb. 19 by Coffee County Sheriff’s 
deputies and charged with rape - 2nd 
degree, sexual abuse - ist degree, 
sodomy - 2nd degree and producing 
obscene material involving a minor 
under the age of 17. A second count 
of producing obscene material was 
later added after the identity of a 
second minor pictured in an alleged 
pornographic video tape was 
determined. 

Arnold was in court in Elba on 
Friday, March 21, for a preliminary 
hearing and was shaking noticeably 
as he entered the courtroom, and 
sobbed repeatedly during testimony. 

Jackson W. Stokes, Arnold’s 
court-appointed attorney, stated that 
his client was not in physical 
condition for the hearing and 
requested a postponement; however, 
after meeting with Arnold privately, 
Stokes re-entered the courtroom and 
said his client was now ready for the 
hearing and requested it be held in 
private. 

Assistant District Attorney Tom 
Head objected to the request and 
told the judge that he wished for all 
the testimony except that of the 
minors and the viewing of the video 
tape be open to the public:

Council Presented With Petition Objecting To Expansion Of Elba City Limits 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening with all present 
except Mrs. Gladys Yelverton. They 
met for a routine meeting that fast 
became a hotbed. 

A meeting planned for opening of 
routine bids and board appointments 
got warm with the presentation of a 
petition opposing the extension of 
the city limits and a verbal complaint 
against certain practices at the local 
nursing home. 

Comer Ray Henderson presented 
the council with a petition signed by 
15 residents of the Troy Highway 
area in the proposed city limits 
extension area. The petition, copies 
of which were given to each council 
member, flatly opposed the plan. 
Henderson said his opposition was 
that he wouldn't get any additional 
services such as city sewage, When 
asked if he didn't feel his schoo! tax 


money shouldn't go into the school 
his children had ___ attended, 
Henderson said, ‘‘My children are 
gone, but I personally put a lot of 
money into the school when my 
children attended there.’ 

Mayor Bob English told 
Henderson the project was probably 
too far along to change, and that 
when he attended the public hearing 
on the project, it was the impression 
of the group that he approved, He 
stated it was the opinion of the 
council that the entire group 
approved, 

Councilman John Sharpless said, 
“This should have been presented to 
us in the beginning and not after the 
project was underway," He 
continued with, ‘'We like to be fair, 
but at this time I can't see 
changing.” 

Other councilmen echoed this 


opinion and unanimously passed a 
motion to deny this petition and 
proceed as advertised, 

Bill Blair addressed the council 
concerning the hospital and nursing 
home. He expressed thanks to the 
Rescue Squad and the hospital for 
the help given his wife recently. He 
also said the nursing home staff had 
given them every consideration in 
the world; however, he expressed 
concern for the old people who were 
suffering from an existing linen 
problem. He noted that sometimes 
there were no clean sheets or towels 
and there had been times when there 
were no diapers for residents who 
needed them. 

Blair said if this problem didn’t 
go away, he “planned to use 
whatever legal means necessary to 
eliminate this problem."’ He also 
was critical of the staff cuts that 


leave two aides on duty at night and 
no male attendant on duty after 
11 p.m. 


Bids were opened on purchase of 
miscellaneous equipment for the fire 
department, Assistant Chief Larry 
Goodson said it was things needed to 
bring the department up to 
Standards necessary to lower the 
insurance rating.

He called his 
wife a derogatory name, according to 
DeVane, and added he had been 
trying to run off his wife for two 
years. 

DeVane later said that Arnold 
had denied having sexual inter- 
course with the two minors, but that 
the accused did say he had messed 


up and asked to be taken to the 
penitentiary. 

Upon questioning by the judge, 
DeVane reported finding a dozen 
commercial pornographic videos and 
other items at the Arnold home, but 
didn’t elaborate on just what the 
items were. 

The judge and all court-related 
personnel then went to a smaller 
courtroom to view the video and hear 
testimony from one of the victims, 
and re-entering the courtroom the 
judge ruled there was probable 
cause and ordered the case to go to 
the Grand Jury. 

The charges of rape, sodomy and 
sexual abuse all carry 1-10 -year 
prison sentences and $5,000 fines, 
while the two counts of producing 
obscene matter each carries 
potential sentences of 10-99 years 
and $20,000 fines.

Commission To Publish Poll 
List In County Newspapers 


The Coffee County Conimission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 24, at the courthouse in Elba 
and in one of the shortest meetings 
in months handled only routine 
matters. 

After the adoption of the minutes 
of the March 10 meeting the 
commission opened bids on printing 
the county poll list and providing a 
copy of the list to each newspaper in 
the county for insertion. The 
Southeast Sun of Enterprise was 
awarded the contract with a low bid 
of $4,390, while The Elba Clipper 
entered a bid of $6,287.53 and The 
Enterprise Ledger declined to bid. 

The poll list will be inserted in all 
three county papers prior to the 
upcoming democratic primaries and 
will contain approximately 24,000 
names of qualified voters, broken 
down into each beat in the county. A 
supplemental list will be published 
later containing the names of any 
voters omitted in the original list. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 
***adopted a resolution designating 
New Brockton as the sponsoring 
agency for a transportation system 
for the elderly and handicapped (an 
80-20 grant will be applied for with 
New Brockton covering the 20 
percent not paid by federal funding); 
***voted to purchase an extended 
warranty on the two new patrol cars 
purchased for the sheriff's depart- 
ment (the warranty will cost $900 
each); 

***turned down an offer from a 
trapper to catch beavers on county 
rights-of-way for a bounty of $15 per 
animal; 

***told the engineer to install a 
barbed-wire fence around the 
highway department shop at a cost of 
$9S0 in materials; 

***instructed the engineer to have 
workers clean up a former gravel pile 
located on property off Highway 134; 
***was told by engineer Mac 
Rushing that the utility poles on the 
Shiloh Road should be moved this 


week and that actual road work 
would begin soon; 
***stated that right-of-way deeds 
must be obtained prior to any 
detailed work being done to correct 
drainage problems on the Penny 
Road, near Highway 134; 
***told two residents of the Byrd 
Mill Road that all landowners must 
give the county right-of-way deeds 
before work requested by the 
residents of the road could be done; 
***asked the engineer to set up a 
meeting with the commanding 
officer at Ft. Rucker to discuss the 
traffic problem involving military 
vehicles on a county road; 
***approved a request by Revenue 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns to 
amend his department's budget to 
allow the transfer of funds from one 
account to a separate account; 
***approved the appointment of Roy 
Grimes and Paul Lee to terms on the 
Goodman Water Authority; 
***was told renovation work at the 
main floor at the Enterprise 
courthouse had been completed and 
the next step in renovation would be 
the installation of elevators at both 
courthouses; 
***approved the appointment of Tim 
Whitehead, Ruth Saloom and Sandy 
Griffin to the Southeast Alabama 
Emergency Medical Services 
Council; 
***heard commission clerk Brunease 
Winston report that her office had 
received numerous complaints about 
the county approved garbage 
collector; 
***agreed to donate personal funds 
to purchase a painting at the 
upcoming Piney Woods Arts 
Festival; and 
***was invited to everything from 
the grand opening of a restaurant in 
Elba to the ground-breaking of a new 
state park in Covington County to a 
speech by Sen, Howell Heflin at New 
Brockton High School.
